XMAS RUSH 


‘Preparations for the Christmas rush 
of mail were made yesterday by Post- 
master James N. Long upon reccipt of 
warning from the United States Post- 
master General in Washington, D. C. 

‘Postmaster Long began a survey 
prelimtnary to the assignment of sub- 
etitute carriers and other extra em- 
‘ployes who will be needed during the’ 
Csristmas rush. The mail rush is 
expected to start a month from to- 
day. 

Use of pre-canceled stamps was rec- 
ommcnded for shippers and handlers 
of Christmas mail of second, third 
and fourth classes. This system would 
expedite the handling in the post- 
office department. 

The postmaster urges the early dis- 
patching of mail gifts so that the 
work of distributing Christmas pack- 
ages will not be left entirely to the 
last week. The department is seeking 
to have the distribution more widely 
scattered through the holiday season. 

Attention of persons sending mail 
across the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
fs called by the postmaster to the 
fact that November 15 is considered 
‘as the Start of “overseas holiday mail.” 
All international packages should be 
dispatched prior to that date in order 
to insure Christmas delivery. 

A pleas is made for the abandon- 
ment of the undersized Christmas 
cards and envel8épes.
